PITTSBURGH (UPI)-The 34- 
man Executive Board of th e 
United Steelworkers Union begins 
a two-day session tomorrow in a 
move seen in some quarters as a 
possible forerunner to the re­ 
opening of basic steel contracts.

Go Into Orbit 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Millions 
of tiny copper fibers were begin­ 
ning to disperse in a polar orbit 
around the earth today as part of 
a controversial Air Force commu 
nications experiment. 
The Air Force announced Sun­ 
day that a canister containing the 
400 million needles called dipole 
were dumped from a satellite 
launched Thursday from Point 
Arguello, Calif. 
Radar sightings shows the fib­ 
ers, each about one-third the di- 
amater of a human hair, are be­ 
ginning to spread. They are ex­ 
pected to fan out into a narrow 
ring about the earth taking sev­ 
eral months to complete the cir­ 
cle 40,000 miles in circumference 
and about 2,000 miles high. 
The belt will be used to bounce
